There will be a convocation 
on Friday, March 24 at 11 a.m. 
in the Men's Gym. The much 
celebrated and liberated Anais 
Nin’s topic will be Furrawn 
(intimate talk). 

In 1932 she published her 
first book, D. H. LAWRENCE: 
AN UNPROFESSIONAL 
STUDY. This work brought her 
to the attention of Paris literary 
circles, especially those of Henry 
Miller and Antonin Artaud. She 
also at this time became 
interested in psychoanalysis, was 
analysed herself, and later as an 
analyst, had patients. 

In New York at the beginning 
of World War Il, she lived in 
Greenwich Village, gave up her 
practice as analyst, bought a 
printing press, and began to 
print the work of other artists 
and herself. Among the 


published works of Anais Nin 
are the following: HOUSE OF 
INCEST; UNDER A GLASS 
BELL; WINTER OF ARTIFICE; 


COLLAGES, a five volume 
novel; and her DIARY OF 
ANAIS NIN. 


The diary is currently her 
most noted work. Begun on the 


ship that brought her to 
America, it describes the 
courageous liberation of a 


woman artist who confronted a 
culture in which the assumption 
was (is) that artists are men. Her 
own position is stated in D. H. 
LAWRENCE: AN 
UNPROFESSIONAL STUDY: 
“The modern woman desires 
also to build her own world 
directly, not through the man. 
The woman who creates a world 
directly is the artist-builder 
woman.”

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The Constitution & Bill of Rights: 


A fAPCE sxx 20 


Have you ever wondered what it would be like 
to be accused, tried, judged, and convicted of a 
series of crimes by a legislative body of governing 
officials who fail to (1) recognize the basic 
guaranteed rights included in their constitutional 
Statutes, or (2) follow the rules and regulations 
within these statutes, and then be given FIVE 
minutes in which to prepare a suitable defense in 
front of such a body? 


Commentary 


Of course we all readily know that this isn’t the 
procedure used in our Judicial system 
today—especially when our Legislative branch of 
our government handles such immaterial 
incidences such as impeaching the President of 
Vice-President —or is it? 

At the Senate meeting Monday morning, 
convened for the sole purpose of ruling on the 
impeachment procedure lodged against Mike 
Hackard, I and about 50 other concerned students 
had the unfortunate experience of witnessing one 
of the most absurd forms of legislative government 
in action. In their direct and flagrant disregard for 
ASSSC statutes, these nine elected Senators 
proceeded to make a mockery of our Judicial 
system. 

Not only did they almost totally ignore valid 
points of order from students present —including 
their own Attorney General -concerning 
important legal rights supposedly granted to all 
members of the elected body as stated in the 
ASSSC constitution and bill of rights, but they 
also seemed to forget the sole purpose of their 
legislative function—that of representing the 
interests of the student body as a whole. 

Senator Conklin’s hastily prepared effort to 
bring about impeachment proceedings resulted in 
the following violations of the ASSSC Statutes 

1) Part C of Statute 220, which states that the 
specific charges are to be filed with the accused 
not earlier than seven days prior to the hearing via 
registered mail. Senator Conklin handed the 
charges to Mike Hackard FIVE minutes prior to 
the start of the meeting 


2) Section D of Statute 220, which guarantees 
the accused a fair length of time to prepare a 
defense. Apparently Senator Conklin feels that 
five minutes is adequate time for preparation of 
such a defense 

3) Article Il, Sect. 7, Part 3, which states 
“Students charged with violating institutional 
regulations must be informed of their rights and of 
the explicit charges against them.” 

4) Article I, Sect. 3, of the Preamble of the 
Student Bill of Rights, at SSC, dated February 
1970: “The student is not only a member of the 
academic community, he is also a citizen of 
society. As a citizen, he retains those rights, 
Protections and gurarantees of fair treatment 
which are held by all citizens, and the college may 
not deny them to him”. 

$) Disciplinary Hearing Procedures, Part B, Sect. 
2, which states: “The student will be informed in 
writing of the specific reasons for the proposed 
disciplinary hearing and in sufficient time to 
provide adequate opportunity to prepare for the 
hearing.” 

The entire meeting was filled with snide, biased, 
and highly prejudiced remarks from members of 
the Senate-—personal traits and characteristics 
which I’m sure they all used in presenting their 
election speeches 


Throughout the semester, I've heard the cries of 
PEACE! PEACL! PEACE! around the campus, but 
not one mention of the idea most closely 
associated with peace—that one idea is JUSTICE. 
It apparently seems to be non-existent in our 
student government. 

Every individual should be granted the rights 
guaranteed him as stated in his governing statutes. 
To deny someone of these rights is comparable to 
no government or justice at all. Because these 
rights have viciously been denied to a very 
concerned individual, | feel that I can no longer 
continue to be the apathetic student I have been in 
the past. Nor should you continue to be the 
apathetic student who really doesn’t give a damn 
about what goes on in YOUR student body 
government. NOW is the time to get involved, and 
NOW is the time to become concerned with what's 
happening around you. Apathy can prevail no 
longer

According to Ben Pena, 
coordinator of the library in the 
Planning Center, said that most 
students are uninitiated in the 
processes of applying for 
graduate schools. 

The library is divided into two 
parts. The first part contains lists 
of recommended schools 
provided by the various 


associations and institutions in a 
particular field. For instance, a 
listing of medical schools 
provided by the American 
Medical Association. 

The second part of the library 
is a complete set of the graduate 
school catalogues. The 
catalogues are for schools in 
both the U.S. and Canada. There 
are also catalogues for several 
foreign countries provided by 
their consulates in San 
Francisco. 

By using the catalogue library 
and the able assistance of Mr. 
Pena, who also handles graduate 
scholarships and loans, you can 
be assured of a complete and 
accurate job in the handling of 
your graduate school 
application.

Publicity may not be 
posted on doors, windows, 
walls, trees, or any other 
place where it would be 
either detracting from the 
beauty of the campus, 
damage college property or 
become a public nuisance 

For a complete statement 
on publicity regulations, see 
the ASSSC in regards to 
Statute 418 
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openings. Until this directive, I 
was very much in contention for 
the job. The effect of this is 
painfully obvious to me—neither 
myself nor any of my kind 
(Caucasian males) are 
employable. : 

The question I pose to you 
and the crux of my problem is 
this, ‘“‘What are qualified 
Caucasian males supposed to 
do?” I am a graduate of the 
California State College system 
and have a Master of Fine Arts 
degree from the University of 


Oregon. I have three years 
experience in_ professional 
theatre and am currently 
teaching at Diablo Valley 
College. I also hold valid 
teaching certificates on the 


secondary and Community 
College levels. 

I believe as do most 
Americans, that prejudice and 
discrimination are ugly, vile and 
hideous spectres that must be 
dealt death blows. But the 
aforementioned edict is not a 
death blow, merely a disguise of 
the same horrible monsters. 

Refusing to hire qualified, 


talented, trained people, turned 
out by your own system is 
unwise, unfair, and hypocritical. 
You are not solving the problem 
of prejudice merely appeasing it. 

I hope that some positive, 
constructive action will be 
taken. I also hope that this will 
only be one of many letters 
from my ostracized Caucasian 
brothers.

The children of the SSC Day Care 
Center, this week, took over student 
government. This amazing piece of 
information was discovered when the 
Hornet heard rumors that a bunch of 
four-year olds were impeaching each 
other, creating rules and breaking rules 
and snaking general all-around naughties 
in the name of student government. 

Although no one has yet determined

And to 
top it all off, the vice-president’s frisbee 
class is covered in this week’s issue of The 
National Enquirer 

First, the impeachment: Mike Hackard 
and Bill Schneider, the executive officers 
of the ASSSC are being impeached by the 
Student Senate. The charges relate to 
their attempted suspension of the Hornet 
as well as non-performance of duties. It is 
proper then that they should be 
impeached. Not because the charges may 
be valid; that really has nothing to do 
with it. Rather because trying to suspend 
this rag was the only important thing 
they did all year and they blew it. When 
you're fighting a cause that most students 
can relate to and get excited about and 
blow it so badly you have no right to try 
and represent them any longer. Since 
they refuse to resign, it is only proper 
they be impeached 

As to the charge of non-performance 
of duties, the Senate should be both 
embarrassed and grateful. How can a 
senate whose only significant action 
during almost a year in office was to 
approve a beauty contest ban two months 
after President Hyink signed it complain 
that someone else hasn’t been doing his 
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job. They should fall on their Knees in 
gratitude. If Hackard had been doing his 
job they woula have so much work to do, 
referred from his office, they’d have a 
two month backlog for their agenda. It’s 
true that they are impeaching Hackard 
and Schneider. and that being one of 
their duties they should be commended; 
but, they’re doing it far too late to do 
anyone any good. By the time they are 
through the Spring elections will be here 
Assuming they impeach the both of 
them, Hackard and Schneider will only 
have to wait two days and they can run 
for re-election. Ah, the futility of it all! 

Of course, we shouldn’t be too hard on 
the Senate. They have been trying all 
year. Very trying, in fact. Just because 


they push important issues onto

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committees that never report and try to 
bankrupt the government by spending 
reserve funds is no reason to be angry at 
them. After all deficit spending is a 
tradition which all governments practice 

And, besides, it’s not their fault that 
three entire senate meetings and dozens 
of actions taken by them may be declared 
null and void. That responsibility goes to 
the Board of Justice 

To paraphrase a recent book, the 
Board of Justice is to justice as military 
music is At a time when the 
elections coordinator is running frantic 
because hardly anyone wants to run for 
office next year, the BOJ decides to 
disqualify half of the few who did want 
to run. Of course, their decision is just. If 
just anyone who wanted to run for office 
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s 
could, it would be discriminating against 
those who don’t. 

But the BOJ’s real incompetence 
comes in defining the word membership. 
Although every elementary school child 
knows that the membership of an 
organization means how many people are 
in it, the BOJ ruled that it means how 
many are supposed to be in it. Thus 
although the student senate only has ten 
people on it, it has fifteen members. On 
this grounds the BOJ said that to impeach 
an elected officer it is necessary to get 
affirmative votes from all ten people 
because ten is two thirds of the 
membership. 

The additional problem, however, is 
that by defining membership as how 
many people are supposed to be there 
instead of how many actually are, the 
BOJ has cast the student senate into an 
awkward role. For they have had many 


meetings where the five vacant seats 
weren't allowed to vote. Now, if a 
vacancy is a member of the senate, 


shouldn’t it be allowed to vote with the 
other members? Of course. But the 
Senate didn’t let them. As a result there 
are five vacancies on the Senate which 
have been prevented by the rest of the 
senators from exercising their powers just 
because there was no physical being 


sitting in their chairs. It is obvious that 
the re f the senators should be 
impeached for this travesty. Have they no 


concern at all ior spirits” 

Well, if they don’t, at least the Board 
of Justice does. In fact, a good case could 
be made that the BOJ had been sipping 
them before they handed down their 
momentous decision. The Senate can’t 
really be held to blame. For until the BOJ 
told them this week that vacancies had to 
be permitted to vote they were unaware 
of it. And as a result, dozens of 
appointments could be declared null and 
void 


This poses additional problems. For 
example: On October 13, 1971 John 
Shonerd was appointed as a student 


representative to the Financial Aid 
Committee oi the Faculty Senate. He was 
approved with a total of seven votes cast 
Yet a majority of the senate members 
according to the BOJ is 8, therefore 
Shonerd’s appointment is not valid. Does 
this mean that the Financial Aids 
Subcommittee has to go through its 
minutes for the last six months and 
remove his vote? If Shonerd cas’ any 
deciding does it mean they too 
must reconsider their previous actions? 
These are not simple problems 

Which is strange. Because it is a 
certainty that simple people are creating 
them 
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Student government 
in death throes ?

Student government may or 
may not be dead at SSC; but it is 
certainly dying. For unless 
enthusiasm for the April student 
elections picks up this week, it is 
quite possible that there will be 
no student government next 
year. For, as far as student

Students all year have 
objected to the way the 
president has been doing his job;

At stake are not only next 
year’s offices, but five vacancies 
on the student senate for the 
remainder of this year as well. 
Thus you can run for office for 
the remainder of this year, for 
all of next year or both. The 
elections for both next year and 
this year will be held 
concurrently on April 12-13 

If you are sick and tired of 
this year’s student governement, 


or you are just interested in 
becoming more involved, 
whatever your reasons, now is 


certainly the time to do so 

Besides, if someone doesn’t 
Start running for the offices 
soon, it’s quite possible that the 
editor of the Hornet will run for 
all of them by himself and be 
elected by default. If you 
haven't liked the Hornet this 
year, imagine how student 
government will be next year if 
Scott Burns declares himself 
dictator!

for Peek’s gymnasts

“This is one of the sweetest 
victories I have experienced.”’ So 
said Coach Ron Peek when his 
tough minded Sacramento State 
Zymnasts overcame a_ season 
Wrought with setbacks and 
earned a hard fought victory at 
last weekend's Far Western 
Conference Championships. The 
Hornets copped 15 of a possible 
23 medals, as they continued to 
dominate the league with their 
ninth straight title. But it was far 
from. the runaway races SSC has 
had in previous years 

2500 appreciative spectators 
jammed the Chico State gym in 
hopes of viewing the beginning 
of a new FWC gymnastics 
dynasty by the home town 
favorite Wildcats; however, it 
was not to be. Sacramento edged 
the challenging Chicoans, 135.35 
to 130.95. Cal State Hayward 
and San Francisco State rounded 
out the team scoring with 
104.70 and 38.25 respectively. 

Coach Peek’s aggregation got 
off to a bright start as 
sophomore phenom Toccoy 
Dudley successfully defended his 
conference floor exercise title 
with a mark of 8.65. The former 
Encina High standout became 
another name on the list of 
Hornet casualties, suffering an 
ankle sprain three days before 
the competition. But the slender 
Hornet, with his heavily taped 
ankle, came threugh big. Verne

An injury to Chico all-around 
standout Gary Buckman brought 
added responsibility to number 
two man Tim Niles. He 
responded in the initial event, by 
Capturing runner-up floor 
exercise honors with an 8.5 

But the Hornet stingers were 
Sharpened by the unexpected 
high placings. SSC surprisingly 
swept the first four sidehorse 
spots, in what was supposedly a 
weak event. Wooley set-the pace 
with a blue ribbon performance 
of 7.25. Rod Ryugo and 
freshman Jim Gallarda departed 
from their specialities to take 
the next two places at 6.85 and 
6.55. Dudley matched Gallarda’s 
total to share the third spot. 


The Wildcats came back to 
win the still ring competition. 
Maurice Williams had the highest 
tally of the night at 8.9. 
Sacramento freshmar. Kim 
Hughes took third place honors, 
7.7, behind Niles’ 8.3. 

Team depth brought Hornet 
dominance in the long horse 
vault. Although Niles, 8.7, was 
victorious, SSC grabbed the 
following three spots. Wooley’s 
return continued to provide a 
big lift to his teammates as he 
tallied 8.65 for the silver medal. 
Dudley and unsung Ryan Fleck 
each scored 8.45 to tie for third.

Chico made one last bid to 
catch the Hornets, with Williams 
and Niles copping the first two 
horizontal bar places, 7.9 and 
7.75, but their efforts were not

Wooley just off an injury and 
Buckman out of the meet, Niles 
capitalized on the opportunity 
and garnered top all-around 
honors. The Wildcats 47.85 
outdistanced Dudiey’s 45.75, as 
the Hornet repeated his 
runner-up performance of last 
year. Wooley took a distant, but 
hard earned third with 44.20 

As a result of their strong 
routines Dudley, Wooley and 
Ryugo qualify for the NCAA

SSC has just the thing for 
those students, faculty and 
administrators who have hassles: 
the ombudsman-SSC’s 
professional problem solver. 
Specifically, he serves as the 
liason to reduce the bureaucratic 
process that most of SSC’s 
academic community 
encounters. He can cut the red 
tape. 

The ombudsman’s duties 
range from gripes from students 
who are not satisfied with their 
grades, grievances from faculty

over for promotion, to the 
problems administrators have in 
clarifying a campus policy. The 
ombudsman’s responsibility *- *» 
resolve the problems. 

Jim Holden, who has been 
SSC’s ombudsman for the past 
year, lists his various duties as 
follows: 

-To cut the red tape of SSC’s 
bureaucratic processes; 

To show the need for 
exceptions to long-standing 
rules; 

To combine a _ student’s 
complex problems into a 
meaningful package and to deal 
with them collectively. The 
student then will not have to go 
to each department to try to 
solve his individual problems. 

To provide an office where 
students can bring multiple 
problems and know that they

will be investigated and acted 
upon. 

Simply stated, that’s all there 
is to it. But, Holden says, it 
helps the students to know 
“they have someone who can act 
quickly and efficiently. And 
their problems will be solved.” 


Most students have 
experienced the official 
run-around, often becoming 


delayed for weeks at a time, 
while a department head 
investigates his complaint. As 
ombudsman, Holden can cut this 
delay. 

‘*T could go to the 
administration building myself 
and get it together.” Or he could 
talk to someone over the 
telephone, solving the problem 
quickly. 

Holden also handles faculty 
members’ problems. Most of 
their, problems have been over 
promotions, retentions, tenure 
and other actions within 
departments. It is his purpose to 
try and find out what these 
arbitrary actions are, to use 
them and to figure out which is 
the best method to deal with the 
grievance. “Hopefully, we'll 
settle it informally. But if 
necessary, I initiate the formal 
procedures required to settle the 
dispute.” 

Grade appeal complaint 
If a student has a grade appeal 
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complaint, Holden can deal with 
it in several ways. 
: Fizst, he may discuss the 
student’s problem with the 
instructor or the department’s 
chairman. Some grades have 
been changed through this type 
of dialogue, Holden said. 

Secondly, the use of the 
formal grade appeal process is 
available. This is a guarantee for 
the students stated in ASSSC’s 
Bill of Rights. 

With this method, Holden 
neets with the chairman of the 
lepartment, requesting the grade 
appeal board to meet. (The 
poard consists of a minimum of 
two faculty members and a 
student.) 

The decision of this grievance 
committee is not necessarily 
final if they deny the student’s 
grievance. However, with the 
grievance committee’s approval, 
the student’s grade will be 
changed, usually higher than it 
was originally. The grievance 
committee could also suggest the 
student write a paper, proving 
his contention that deserves the 


higher grade. 
However, there are always 
some students who have no 


legitimate complaint. Yet, if the 
student continues to insist he 
does, Holden will reques! a 
grievance committee hearing for 
him. 

The other options for the 
student contesting an appeal 
denial, are through the 
department’s administrators or 
through the school’s judiciary 
board. 

Legal requests 

Holden, who received his 
Master’s degree from SSC, 
receives many requests for legal 
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amsistance. 

Several lawyers aid him with 
these complaints offering him 
free legal advice. Holden hopes 
the campus will some day have a 
lawyer’s office to supply 
immediate assistance to those 
requesting it. 

Off-campus hassles 

Citing other off-campus 
hassles, Holden listed: Problems 
with apartment managers not 
returning a cleaning deposit, — 
faulty repair jobs by automobile 
dealers, problems in ‘the 
students’ dorms, discussions 
with the secretary's forum, and 
meetings with the staff council. 

“I can set up the machinery 
to discuss most students’ 
problems, especially for those 
students who may have mor 
than one problem. The 
difference between my office 
and others is one of expediency. 
I can handle all of a student’s 
problems, whereas others are 
restricted to a_ particular 
function.” he concluded 

Damn tired of runaround 

Speaking up for the students, 
Holden said, “They’re damn 
tired of being told to come back 
in two or three weeks, or ‘You 
really don’t have a problem,’ >r 
‘Write it out and I'll send it 
through the regular channels.” 
Often the complaint becomes 
lost or misplaced, frustrating the 
student. 


“This office is not going to 
have the student go do his thing, 
but go do the thing for the 
student,”’ Holden said firmly.

Credit for Frisbee ?!

The heat of conflict which 
occurred during the Kent 
State/Jackson State Strike in 
May and June of 1970 has long 
since been cooled. Several days 
ago Mike Fallon of the 
Sacramento Union called me in 
the ASSSC office to ask a few 
questions about the Alternative 
Education Frisbee class. He was 
surprised to hear that it was 
being sponsored by Alternative 
Education because he thought 
the program had disappeared in 
the summer of 1970.

A.E. 

In that the Alternative 
Education program was one of 
the few real campus gains from 
the strike effort, perhaps it 
would be of some value to you 
to be brought up to date on 


Current activities. Right now 
A.E. is sponsoring only four 
classes.

The 
Functioning With Government 
class and the Getting It Together 
class have combined efforts to 
provide the “APATHY” table 
which will be located somewhere 
near the Quad to discuss student 
body government with students 
From 2 to 4 p.m. on Monday 
and Wednesdays most of the 
class will meet there in a class 
session to discuss current 
problems in the area of student 
body government (and believe 
me there are plenty of them). 
The purpose of the class is to 
provide you with information 
about the ASSSC and to provide 


them with information about 
your needs and desires. Though 
a few students probably 
disagree, | believe that it’s very 
relevant for you to know where 
your $20 a year in student 
activity fees are spent. After all, 
we dumped a lot of excellent 
English Tea in Boston Harbor 
because of taxation without 
representation. 


CRISIS LINE 


This semester, as for the last 
three semesters, the Crisis Line 
class has been providing an 
Opportunity for students 
working on the Crisis Line 
phones to gain some real insight 
into the problems of students 
Its three unit class invites 
speakers into the class who have 
specific knowledge of problem 


areas and the students do 
reading in the area of these 
problems as well 

Our Frisbee class has been 


getting a lot of publicity lately 
Thee have been several articles in 
the local newspapers, television 
spots, and at least one article in 
a national publication on “the 
only accredited frisbee class in 
the country.” Though the 
Frisbee class isn't the “heaviest” 
class in the program, we are 
happy that we are able to 
sponsor something which is of 
such interest. Not only are 
Students helped to learn the 
numerous ways of throwing the 
frisbee (you mean you only 
know one way”), but there are 


lectures explaining why the 
frisbee flies as it does. Last

Eugene Redmond 


Poetry serves 


“Poetry lets out of me gods 
and demons,” states Eugene 
Redmond, English Profess' and 
Poet-in-Residence in Ethnic 
Studies at Sacramento State 
College. The gods be “ancestral 
spirits that push me on, the 
guardians of my_ sensibility.” 
They are the roots of this Black 
Man’s will to survive, his iove 
and his nobility. The demons be 
‘“*those forces of adversity, 
materialism, war, and hatred 
which suppress all Black 


people.” 
Eugene Redmond is a 
erize-winaniuws 


poet-teacherjournalist with two 
highly praised volumes of poetry 
published in Africa, Europe, and 
the United States. He has in him 
a natural desire to express his 
feelings and share them with 
others. Poetry serves as an outlet 
for Redmond in the same way 
music does for a musician 
Redmond says he represents 
what an imposed system can 
create; a system which restricts 
movement. By examining the 
causes of his own hurts and 
pains ‘e¢ can expunge and purg 
himsel. of the demon. Poetry 
offers him spiritual salvation, a 
food which lifts him above the 
everyday trappings of life 
Poetry for Redmond then 
becomes his “battleground and 


armor.” The same tool is used 
for both love and war 
Redmond’s art, of urse, fs 
pure Black poet And this 
Black poetry is very different 


from that being written by the 


white poet. White writers for so 
lone have been merely 
moathpieces for corporations 
systems and establishments 


White writing and art does not

reflect the concerns of white 
people, as is the case with the 
leaders of this country But 


Black poetry shows the 


hypocrisy of the white system 
It deals not with an artificial or 
machinical world, but rather on 
an earthy, real level. Black pocts 
are not concerned with the 
architecture or mechanics f 
poetry, but in speaking to the 
people. Where white poetry ts 
private, ack poetry is a 
communal form, and theretorc 
must mean and say something 
Redmond’s poetry exemplifies 
this; it is built in a very sensual 
frame, full of gesture, song 
dance and play. Ain't it funky 
now. His poetry reflects a man 
in tune with his cosmic patterns 
and feelings. And it is written to 
be read, complete with dramatic 
action and rhythm. Written to 
be felt, not contemplated 
Redmond directs his poetry 
to the new generation of street 
people. Those that don’t read, 
but “reed,” those that don’t 
write, but “rite.”” He knows that 
many of the people he ts trying 
to reach will not read his poetry 
but he writes with them in mind 
pecifically for the young Black 
audience, but also the young 
Whites who can relate to the 
Black sensibility and experience 
These young White iT nore 
free ind do not have tt 
self-restraint their parents have 
Redmond if essence 
ebrates Black ! ind 
womer howing them t the 
young people that they might 
study and follow. This quality 
comes through very definitely in 
Redmond’s poetry, particularly 
through his use of African image 
and heritage.

Redmond enjoys teaching 
But it has been both a good and 
bad experience for him. The 
bureaucracy one must contend 
with has lead to a lot of 
disappointment. “You must,” he 
says, “rub up against many walls 
just to get the subject matter 
across.” Redmond would like to 
see the teaching of the Black 
experience made _ more 
permanent and legitimate 

Many administrators are 
plagued by Black studies, 
because the Black experience is a 
severe challenge to traditional 
education. It forces a college to 
exemine its educational values 

Redmond is an_ active 
participant in Black community 
development, writing, directing, 
and staging many programs 
celebrating Black culture, but he 
is divided between teaching and 
community action. He would 






really tke to work full time in 
the community, with breaks to 
rest and write. His main interest 
is in employing his creativity in 
the service of young people. To 
help tap the resources of talent 
in the community. His pers | 
writing must take a back seat to 
his service as a _ teacher 
Redmond does not see himself 
as a poet in a vacuum. There are 
many times when he would like 
to write- but can’t. 


Eugene Redmond _ has 
published two volumes of 
poetry; the second, “River of 
Bones and Flesh and Blood” has 
just recently been released. He is 
currently fulfilling speaking 
engagements in an effort to 
promote the book. The release 
of his book also marked the 
kick-off of a new’ Black 
publishing house with which 
Redmond is affiliated, “Black 
River Writers.” He spends a lot 
of his time in the grammar 
schools working with children 
Future plans’ for Redmond 
involve editing an anthology of 
Black literature for public 
schools, guest editing the “Negro 
American Literature Forum, 
releasing a volume of children’s 


poetry, and working on two 
manuscripts of unpublished 
poems.
